CONTENTS. The Books of the Old Testament are in the following 
order : Pentateuch ; Joshua; Judges; Samuel 1 and 2; Kings 
1 and 2; Jeremiah ; Ezekiel ; Isaiah ; Minor Prophets ; Ruth ; 
Psalms; Job; Proverbs; Ecclesiastes; Song of Solomon ; 
Lamentations; Daniel; Ezra and Nehemiah; and Chronicles 
1 and 2. Provided with vowel-points and accents, and accom- 
panied by the Masorah Magna and Parva. The Masorah Magna 
occupies two lines of the top margin and three lines of the bottom 
margin, the side margins, 4 in number, being occupied by the 
Masorah Parva. 

DECORATION. The chief decoration is a full-page illumination 
on the back of fol. 1, consisting of 46 small round medallions, 
each depicting some biblical episode. In the centre of the page 
is the first word of the Book of Genesis in large gold letters. The 
medallions are executed with great skill and delicacy, being very 
fine examples of minute, precise and vivacious drawing. 

In addition to the full-page illumination, each book of the Bible 
is surrounded by a finely illuminated border, and the first word 
of each book is written in large and handsome letters on a white 
background. The illuminated borders are superb examples of 
the miniaturist’s art, vivid and fresh, and exhibiting rich and 
lively imagihation controlled by a finely disciplined draughts- 
manship. The tail-piece at the end of the volume represents 
a well-drawn hunting scene. 

PROVENANCE. Although the MS. provides us with no details 
as to the time, place of writing and name of scribe or illuminator, 
the whole MS. exhibits the characteristics of the Franco-German 
school of calligraphy and illumination. As the MS. (as we shall 
see) came later into the hands of Italian owners, it may possibly 
have been executed in Italy by a Franco-German artist. On 
the parchment leaf inside the binding, right side, there is a 
record of a deed of sale, written in an Italian hand, in Hebrew. 
According to this deed of sale, the MS. was sold by one Nathan 
ben Isaac (whose signature is appended) to Moses ben Jacob 
hak-K6hén, in the month of Heshvan, a.m. (5) 170 (A.D. 1409), 
for the sum of 100 ducats. 

BinpinG. The elaborate silver binding contains the name 
of the owner for whom it was done. The inscription in Hebrew 
characters upon a silver shield, reads: ‘‘ Isaac ben Samuel 
Levi Vali, may God keep and preserve him.’ Fortunately we 
know of this Isaac Vali (also called Valle) from other sources. 
According to Mortara, Indice Alfabetico, Isaac Vali was known 
to be at Verona in 1664 and subsequently lived in Modena, where 


-he died in 1680. The representation on the right board of the 


binding of the washing of the hands alludes to the Levitical 
origin of the owner, as it was the duty of the Levites to wash 
the hands of the priests, prior to their pronouncing the benedic- 
tions in the synagogue.

deeply impressed on his growing mind. More than twenty years 
afterwards he wrote to Locker : “ I have been your scholar, it is. 
you who tought me how to board a Frenchman by your conduct 
when in the Experiment ; it is you who always told me ‘ Lay a 
Frenchman close and you will beat him ;’ and my only merit 
in my profession is being a good scholar. Our friendship will 
never. end but with my life.”’

Admiral Villeneuve was the only one of the three commanding 
Admirals to survive the Battle—Villeneuve, in one of these letters, 
considered it an “‘ unfortunate survival’’. His ship the “ Bucen- 
taure’’, was Nelson’s chief objective on the memorable 21 October, 
1805 ; Villeneuve eventually surrendered to the ‘‘ Conqueror’. 
He was taken on board the “ Euryalus’’, whilst his two other 
officers, Captain Magendie and the Flag Captain Prigny, were taken 
back to the “‘ Bucentaure’’, which had an English prize crew. The 
“ Bucentaure’’ was afterwards retaken by its French crew and 
then wrecked off Cadiz. 

Admiral Villeneuve was retained a prisoner of war in England 
till April, 1806, when he was released on parole, and landed at 
Morlaix on April 22nd, 1806. A few days later he was staying at 
an hotel in Rennes, awaiting Napoleon’s directions concerning his 
future movements. One morning he was found dead in lis room, 
stabbed, so tt was said, in five places ; and tt was alleged that he had 
perished by lis own hand. It was, however, very widely believed 
among his friends that he had been assassinated by order of Napoleon.

He asked him to deliver his personal 
effects that had been saved, keeping the table linen for his own 
use, and everything else, including his compass, telescope, 
etc. He presumes that Prigni had kept the register of the signals 
and of the movements of the ships, and that he will write to the 
minister himself the first moment he is able.

He mentions that Prigni can well imagine how keen he is to know 
the opinion on the disaster, begs him to send a copy of his 
report, and he understands that the officers of the “‘ Bucentaure ”’ 
also made one, of which he wishes to have a copy. He says he 
depends very much on Prigni, 


“and in one’s misfortunes it is satisfactory to have a friend upon whom 
one can rely.”

The Captain of the English frigate is going to Cadiz and will 
allow some one to come and see him, so he requests that the 
two reports may be sent by some one to whom he can speak in 
full confidence.
